| That Heap of Stones. 


| I thought we had only one ‘‘hape of 
stones ’’ known as the assembly cround of 
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BS EEN Ansbach and Nuremberg we 

were on a fine main-road, with 
splendid surface, typical of the modern 
German highway. With 
itself we were 
city, which appeared to us to be one mass 
of tramlines. The ancient portion, 
beautiful though it no doubt is, hes 
become lfed in the ugliness of a 
modern industrial city. We were “out” 
to see the countryside and the little un- 
spoiled towns and villages; and, when a 
second flamboyant hotel had declared 
itself to be full up, it was all the dis- 
couragement we needed, and we decided 
to push on. 

We threaded our way, therefore, across 
more tramlines, out through smoky 
suburbs, and were onee more on our 
travels. We had decided to make Neu- 
markt, about forty kilometres further on ;. 
but now our disappointment 
Nurembetg, of which we had expected so 
much, and which formed such an anti- 
climax after our experiences in Rothet+ 
burg. seemed to have robbed our journey 
of all its savour. The country was flat, 
ugly and untidy; and it was not until we 
had entered Neumarkt, had pulled up 
before the ‘‘Schwartzer Bar’’ inn, and 
had been shown our rooms, and put the 
car away in a well-appointed garage, that 


our spirits began to revive. 


AN OLD-TIME INN. 


We found Neumarkt to be an attractive} 


little town. At first sight it appears- to 
form mevely an adjunct to the great main- 
road which traverses it, and cuts tho 
market-place in two; but you soon dis- 
cover that this road has been compelled 
to diverge in order to avoid the town hall, 
which is the social centre of the place. It 
shelters the market booths in inclement 
weather, and it is also the habitat of the 
local fire brigade, a tremendous affair, all 
paint and burnished brass. The building 
has. a huge medieval pent-roof, which 
seems almost to prolong the straight line 
of the walls, with little tiled windows 
blinking in rows along it. A graceful 
“Jantern ” surmounts the whole, and upon 
the fine facade a blue Bavaria clockface 
isin pleasing -harmony with the flower- 
filled boxes in the windows. Our inn was 
a regular caravanserai of the olden davs, 
with rambling rooms, uneven passages and 
creaking stairs. Its owners had once been 
stage-coach proprietors, as well as imm- 
keepers ; and in the stables where genera. 
tions of post-horses must have stood we 
now saw plough-horses and milch cows. 
Dinner that nicht was not, perhaps ths 
récherché meal we should have yot in 
Nuremberg, but the food was wholesome, 
plentiful and cheap. 

In the morning we found the weekly fair 
being held. My window jooked across the 
square at a gamboge-brown church, with 
ripe-tiled reof all lit up by the sun. 
listening fruit was being heaped upon 
the stallse—red and black cherries, green 
and red apples, clusters of bananas—and 
piles of vegetables, red, green and yellow. 
J-very fruit and vegetable, as its turn 
arvived to be unpacked, seemed fo 
illuminate the square with a new radiance. 
What delighted us as much as anything 
was the workaday garb of the perple—the 
men in. “ Reckitt’s blue” blouses and 
corduroy shorts, the wonteh with flounced 
skirts, sl@eveless bhodices, and wearitic 
coloured handkerchiefs over their braided 
hair. 


PAGEANT OF THE DANUBE. 


We reached Ratisbon (‘‘ Regenebure,”’ 
the Germans call it) about midday, after 
a seventy-kilometre run. You did not come 
upon the Danube until you are quite close 
to the city, and then you cross it by a 
fine stone bridge, close by the spot where 
it receives the waters of the Regen. The 
temptation to t ‘ke one’s eve too often 
from: the wheel was almost irresistible on 
that crowded bridge, so splendid was theo 
pageant of the Danube and the panorama 
of the city—spires and towers and old 
grey houses. Ratisbon has an inde- 
scribable suggestion of a city in an early 
line-engraving—rather gaunt and austere 
—and it has something about it, too, that 
savours of the Middle East. I remember 
thinking the same thing about Cracow. 

We put up at the “Griner Kranz,’ a 

comfortable hotel in the centre of the 
city; and then the first thing we did was 
to go down to the Danube for a stro!) along 
its banks. We crossed to the northern 
shore and watched the barges struggling 
up through the arches of the bridges 
against the strong grey current as the 
light faded along wharves and ware- 
houses. 
_ Ratisbon Cathedral, the chief example 
in Bavaria of the Gothic style, is built of 
a beantiful, vreenish sandstone. Its 
facade was being “‘ dry-cleaned"’ while we 
were there, and the square in front of it 
was filled with the pungent. dust of 
centuries, through which scores of pigeons 
wheeled and fluttered. Close to one of the 
sile entrances we saw the famons 
“ Lsels-Turm,’’ which contains a winding 
inclined-plane, up which littl medieval 
donkeys used to carry the stones used in 
the building. The custom was to remove 
the construction once it had served its 
purpose; but at Ratisbon it has been 
suffered to remain, curicusly discordant 
and unkempt. 


THE “VALHALLA.” 


We were so much impressed by Ratishon 
that we decided to spend a second nivlit 
there, out of our little time available; 
and the morning and afternoon of tht 
second day we devoted to driving ont to 
the “ Valhalla,”’ about six miles down- 
stream along the left bank of the Danube. 
This is a magnificent temple, built in 
imitetion of the Parthenon, standing con- 
spiecuously above the river. A grest 
sweep of terraced steps ascends te it, 
Kipg Louis I. of Bavaria, Wagner's friend 
and patron, bailt it to commémorate the 
greatest names of the Germanic Empire 
(and included among them those of several 
of our Saxon kings). When we had duly 
admired the Dorie and Tonic gloriés of 
exterior and interior. and mused over the 
inscriptions, we went outside and lay on 
the grass beneath scented cypresses, and 
watched the view across the Danube, over 
the fertile Plain of Straubing, backed by 
the dark slopes of the Bayrischer Wald. 
Mountain-ranges should have terminated 
the view to south and east, but the heat- 
haze hid them from our gaze. 

Back in Ratisbon, we spent the evening 
visiting churches, remaining a long time 
in the “Schotten,”” or Scottish church 
until it was nearly dark. <A beautiful. 
simple, ragged Romance church, it con- 
tains late fifteenth and early ‘sixteenti: 
century tombs of Scottish missionarics, 
We deciphered some of the names—Stunrt- 
Scott, Leith, Arbuthnot, Henderson. 

On the following morning. early, we stt 
our faces to the south-west, making up- 
stream alone the Dannbe, to Ingolstadt 
and Donauworth.

The partial obliteration of the namie on 
Andyrews’s prenrises at the corner of 
George’s street and Dame street, leaving 
the letters ‘‘ Andre,” has probably whetted 
the curiosity of many regarding the future 
of the disused section of the buildinz. 
This is not the first time in the history of 
the city that this particular spot has been 
the focns of public attention, as the follow- 
ing extract from a magazine published in 
October, 1785, will show :—‘‘ The entrance 
inte Great George’s street from Dame 
street is in a situation extremely 
dangerous, which ix heightened by there 
not being a single lamp to show the way 
to the unsuspecting passenger. A few 
nights ago a clergyman passing by that 
place fell down the precipice, and was 
dangerously hurt. Though the improve- 
ments carrying on there may be -some 
excuse for the flagway not being possible, 
yet it cannot be the smallest apology for 
the want of some light to show its danger,” 

All of which goes to show that the 
streets of Dublin were “ under repair “— 
a state which has become perpetnal—for 
the inconyenience of citizens even in the 
“good old days.”

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Shane’s Castle, the Baydn’s family seat, 
is reputed to have one of these legendary 
apparitions so well-known in Gaelic folk- 
lore, Up till a few years ago the older 
pedple of the neighbourhood believed that 
when the old castle was burned down in 
1816 the family banshee uttered a low, 
piercing wail, and local tradition says that 
this always occurred when the death of 
the head of the family, or some other 
calamity, was about to happen. In 1816 
it was said that the visitor from another 
world showed herself above the flames of 
the burning mansion, and I have even 
seen a representation of the incident on 
picture posteards. But the less credulous 
tenantry of the present century, do not 
claim to have seen or heard the wraith 
when a wing of the newer castle was 
burned in 1922. 

Shane’s Castle is very pleasantly situated 
overlooking Lough Neagh. It has a 
beautiful and well-wooded demesne, ex- 
tending from Antrim to Randalstown, and 
its rock-garden is famous. Derrynoid 
House, County Derry, 
Baron died, is in aneient O'Neill 
territory which passed to the Draper’s 
Company of London, when that county 
was confiscated. The nearest villave, 
Draperstown, was the birthplace of tho 
late Sir Denis Henry, first Lord Chief 
Justice of Northern Ireland. Its people 
were determined Land Leaguers, and 
helped to make Mr. T. M. Healy, M.P. 
for South Derry, for a time. Up to a 
few years ago there were native speakers 
of Irish in Derrynoid. 


The Chichesters. 


The family name of the Barons O’ Neill 
is not O'Neill, but Chichester, and in fact 
they unite two lines that have made a 
creat deal of Ulster’s ancient and modern 
history. Their descent from the O’ Neills 
of earlier times is in the female line. 
The Chichesters of course, are part and 
parcel of Ulster for the last three 
centuries. The first baron was the Rev. 
William Chichester, sometime rector cf 
Kilmore, a descendant of John Uhi- 
chester, younger brother of the second 
Earl of Donegall, His great-grandfather 
was the Rev. Arthur Chichester, who 
married two hundred years ago, Mary, 
the crand-daughter and heiress of John 
O'Neill. of Shane’s Castle, commonly 
known in Antrim as “French John.” 
The Viscounty became extinct in 1855, and 
the Earldom—a Union creation—lapsed 
in 1841, and the estates passed, through 
the female line, to the Rev. William 
Chichester, who assumed the name and 
arms of O'Neill by Royal licence, and 
was made n Baron of the United 
Kingdom. 

‘French John” wes the lineal 
descendant of Shane McBrian McPhelim 
O’Neill, chieftain of the North Clannaboy 
branch of the creat O'Neill family. And 
it was ayound Derrynoid that the last 
great O'Neill, Hugh, Earl of Tyrone, 
made his last stand after the defeat at 
Kinsale.

PARISHIONERS’ GENEROSITY. 

The Parochial Hall, Ennisaifien, was 
crowded on the occhsion of the annual 
parochial rennion. The Rector. the Rev. 
Hubert MacManaway, M.A., presided. 

Mir. Robert Proctor said that their assess- 
nent last year had shown a deficit of £75. 
hut this vear the full assessment had: been 
made up; and, through the generosity of a 
few friends and mémbers of tie vestry, the 
deficit ef the previous vear had been + iped 
out, and that fund now had a small credit 
balance.

attempted native rebellion in South: 
Africa which was frustrated by an 
aeroplane demonstration. Little is hear« 
at home of these happenings, but they are 
exciting enough for the men on the spot, 
and as thrilling as any fiction when their 
stories came to be told. 

Not long ago there were some Kaffirs 
living near Queenstown who professed to 
he converted to the Hebrew faith.

The prophet 
Enoch assured his dusky follewers that 
they were the lost Children of Israel, and 
told them that their destiny was to drive 
the white men into the sea.

In the meantime the fame of Enoch had 
spread over half a continent. It was 
known to the Shangaans and the natives 
of the Portuguese territories. It had sped 
down the seaboard of the Indian Ocean 
and was as the sound of mufiled thunder 
in the ears of the Swazis. It was 
whispered from ear to ear in Basutoland, 
and was spoken about by the Zulus and 
Pondos of the South. The mixed races 
of the Cape had heard the name of Enoch, 
and so had the conglomeration of natives 


Witwatersrand. As a result of this 
fame, malcontents and fugitives from 
justice soon made their way to Enoch’s 
settlement from every part of the coentry 
and the nucleus of a formidable «mpi, or 
army, came into existence, the warriors 
heing known as ‘“‘ Israelites.’’ 


ENOCH’S WARRIORS. 


Enoch’s next step was to refuse to pay 
any hut-tax to the Government, and he 
also steadfastly declined to surrender had 
characters who were wanted by the police. 
Commissioners sent to parley were 
treated with the greatest truculence, and 
police patrols in the vicinity were olfen 
in peril of their lives. Obviously the 
prestige of the Government could not be 
allowed to be thus flouted, and so police 
were steadily drafted into the Quecns- 
town area, until there was a large enough 
concentration to permit of active measures 
being taken. 

On the night before the final action of 
the police, the prophet Enoch gathered 
his warrior: round the tabernacle and 
exhorted them, after the manner of the 
fervent old Hebrew prophets,. to fight for 
the Lord. As an additional inducement 
to be valorous he assured them that, 
although the police were armed with 
vifles and machine guns, the Lord had 
promised him that He would turn their 
bullets into water, 

On the next morning the Israelites 
awoke to find mounted police in occupation 
of all the encampment around the settle- 
ment, but’ they remembered Enoch’s 
assurance and were nothing daunted. 
They dressed themselves in a single white 
tunic apiece, grasped their short-handled

The orchestral programme included 
a good deal of the ‘‘ Rosamunde’’ music, 
most of which was written for the production 
of a romantic play written by Wilhelmine 
Christine von Chezy.- The play, produced at 
Vienna in 1825, was a failure, and had only 
two performances, but Schubert's music was 
much applauded. After the fiasco, however, 
the orchestral parts were made up in a bundle 
and forgotten till the visit to Vienna of Sir 
George Grove and Sir Arthur Sullivan, who 
raked the bundle out from the back of a cup- 
board in a house there. The so-called 
“ Rosamunde “ overture belonged really to an 
earlier work, the opera “ The Magic Harp” ; 
and the overture actually played in the 
‘“Rosamunde "’ production was the one 
written for another opera, “ Alfonso and 
Estrella.”’. On Saturday night the orchestra 
gave us both the ‘‘Rosamunde” and the 
‘“ Alfonso and Estrella’’ overtures, as well as 
some of the “‘ Rosamunde “” ballet music. It 
played also the third movement of the C 
major Symphony, named on the programme 
simply as “ Menuetto,’’ and a “ Polanaise.”’ 
which I did not identify. | 

The symphony was one of the verv early 
ones, of no importance in itself, but interest- 
ing to students of Schubert's development as 
showing to what extent he expressed his in- 
dividuality while naturally, at so early a 
Stage, following the plan laid down for the 
symphony by earlier masters. The second 
movement is very Haydn-ish; the other move- 
ments display more freedom of stvle, and the 
scherzo has wonderful vigour. For a repre- 
sentation of Schubert's genius, this symphony, 
the No. ó, in D, was not, ull the same. a 
very happy choice. 

Phe orchestra should have sounded wel] 
‘over the as its music was picked 
up by a microphone to the conduc- 
tors desk. In the hall there was the diffi- 
culty that the orchestra was closed away 
from the audience by an obstructive prosce- 
nium. We do badly want a hall with a 
proper orchestral platform. The Rathmines 
Town Hall is no improvement on the Metro- 
politan Hall, the broadcast concerts 
were held Jast winter. Still, the music 
was very enjoyable for all who were present 
in the hall.

Schubert's genius as a song-writer was well 
represented. Mr. P. J. Duffy was most im- 
pressive in his interpretations. In his first 
two songs, ‘‘ Litanei’”’ and “Die Allimacht,”’ 
he sung too much under the breath for dne 
effect in the hall—his tone was much less 
than that of the pianoforte aceompaniment~ 
and, as he did not sing towards the micro- 
phone, | am afraid the effect for distant 
listeners was disappointing It was a pity, 
because the spirit of his interpretation was 
pe rfect, as the effect would have been in a 
salon instead of a public hall. 

Mr. Duffy’s spirited delivery of the 
“ Eriking '’ ballad was a splendid effort, and 
with the admirable co-operation of Miss 
O'Doherty at the pianoforte constituted the 
climax of the evening’s music. Later in the 
programme Mr. Duffy gave us, with ex: 
quisite feeling, ‘‘Du bist die Ruh’,” the 
“ Wiegenlied,’’ and the familiar ‘*Stand- 
chen "’—but I prefer a livelier singing of 
the last-named song. Tempting though it 
may be to dwell on the suavity of the 
melody, the nature of the accompaniment, 
and some general features of the song, too, 
ought to impose a swifter flow of the music. 

Five other songs were sung by Miss Eliza- 
beth Mellor, who has a bright voice and easy 
style.. The tone might have been more re- 
served in ‘‘An die Musik,’ and even in 
‘Nacht und Tranme’’ also: but “ Wohin?” 
ran merrily, as it shotld. The “ Ave 
Maria ” was delivered smoothly, and her 
singing of ‘The Novice.” with well: 
managed nuances of tone. was a fine climax 
to her contribution to the programme.

ANISTS CONSIDER ITS

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TOTAL ABSTINENCE|A 


CAMPAIGN, 


300,000 ADHERENTS 
PLEDGED IN IRELAND. 


PIONEER ASSOCIATION 
MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


> —— 


The annual meeting of the Dublin and Dis- 
trict Centre of the Pioneer Total Abstinence 
Association of the Sacred Heart was held 
yesterday afternoon in the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin. The theatre was crowded in every 

art; at least 3,500 persons were present, — 

The Very Rev. Father Aloysius, 0.F.8.C., 
who. presided, said that Father Flinn might 
well be proud of that magnificent meeting, 
especially when it was remembered that it 
only represented one division of his Dublin 
battalions. 

The Very Rev. Father Flinn, 8.J., before 
reading his report, offered the heartiest con- 
cratulations of the members of the Associa- 
tion to a brother Pioneer—the Most Rev. Dr. 
Collier—on his becoming Bishop of Ossory. 
( Applause. ) 

The report stated that during the year the 
membership had steadily increased; what the 
exact number was it would be difficult to say, 
but it must be approximately 300,000. n 
the last twelve months no fewer than 56 new 
centres had been affiliated or lapsed ‘centres 
revived. These were to be found not, only in 
every corner of Ireland, but across the 
Channel; and recently application for a centre 
had come from Ashanti in Africa, (Ap- 
plause.) Greater progress was to come, as 
indicated by the increasing spread of the 
juvenile Total Abstinence Association, the 
good Pioneer work being done in most of the 
colleges and convents, and in the training 
colleges for teachers and ecclesiastical col- 
leges, and the ever-inreasing number of 
priest teegptallers. 

The juvenile branch was specially adapted 
for use in the schools. elie te were spring- 
ing up all over the country. The winning of 
the young was of vital interest to the cause 
of temperance. None know that better than 
those engaged in the sale of drink. Not long 
ago the ‘‘ Brewers’ Gazette”’ wrote: ** Wit 
the rising generation, and whether or not 
they take to alcohol, reste the future of the 
trade. commercially, politically and economi- 
cally.” 

‘“May we add,” the report stated ‘ that 
on whether they take to alcohol or not rest 
the future happiness of their homes, the sin- 
lessness of their lives, and the interests of 
Christ. That these children. shall not take to 
alcohol is precisely what temperance workers 
must try to secure. We are determined that 
neither their bodies nor their souls shall be 
sacrificed in the interests of trade or divi- 
dends.” (Applanse.) 

WORK IN COLLEGES. 

In the colleges solid work was being done. 
The importance of this part of the work arose 
from the fact that, thanks to their education 
and opportunities, the boys would be the 
prominent Catholics of to-morrow. In the 
ecclesiastical colleges and training colleges 
were many future priests and teachers not 
only pledged against the taste of drink, but 
determined later on to do all in their power 
fo save from intemperance the souls entrusted 
io them: The national teachers were doing 
clorions work, and in many cases they were 
the strength of the local organisation. 

Already there were about 1,000 abstaining 
priests in Jreland, and that number was 
steadily increasing. 

The time had come, the report added, to 
erect a permanent memcrial to the life and 
work of the founder of the association, Father 
James Cullen, 5... After Christmas a 
meeting to inaugurate the fund would be held. 

AGAINST INTEMPERANCE. : 

In the course of an address, the Rev. Fr. 
Ryan, 8.J., said that there had always been 
opposition to any attempt to combat intem- 
perance, and this opposition had grown since 
the Government had realised the need of 
legislation to check the drink evil. If the 
campaign against drink had resulted in 
diminishing the sale, they were glad to hear 
it, because they knew that drink was too 
often purchased at the price of misery and 
sin, and they regarded the spiritual and 
moral well-being of the people as of more 
importance than the profits of the manu- 
facturers and vendors of intoxicants. 

Underlying the opposition was the assump- 
{ion that excessive drinking had ceased to be 
an evil, and it was suggested that they should 
turn ‘their energies to combating the gambling 
evil, Much as they deplored the gambling 
evil, they were banded to fight intemperance 
and they would continue to do so, for it 
still existed as a terrible evil. .

ISITOR’'S CRITICISM OF CORK. 


IA Jaundiced Eye : City's Steady Progress : Economic 


Future of the Free State : “ Shopping Carnivals ”: 
What could be done with Haulbowline.

From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
ate CORK, Sunday. 

A visitor to Cork has rushed into print 
with some sharp criticisms of the city, but 
he does not do justice to the better 
features of the district. It is quite true 
to state that a considerable amount of 
poverty and unemployment exists, but on 
all sides there are evidences of a steady 
improvement in trade, indicating that the 
city is regaining some of its lost 
prosperity. 

The unsettled period in Ireland, before 
and after the establishment of the Free 
State, together with a general strike, when 
the city was virtually isolated on three 
Occasions for varying intervals, has had 
an adverse effect. But, in view of the 
handicaps to be faced, it says much for 
the business acumen and energy of the 
citizens that so much progress has been 
made during the past few years The 
corner has now been turned, and the 
future is regarded with calm confidence. 

The further development of Messrs. 
Henry Ford and Sons’ works during the 
next twelve months, with its consequent 
absorption of a Jarge number of un- 
employed, will have beneficial results 
which will be felt in many directions. 


ADMITTED DRAWBACKS. 


lt is suggested by the visiting critic 
that the municipal services of Cork are 
in a deplorable state, but due allowances 
are not made in this connection either. 
The low-lying situation of the city centre 
and the heavy rainfall make the question 
of street-cleaning a formidable one, and 
the problem is rendered more difficult by 
the hilly nature of the old narrow 
thoroughfares which are to be found in 
all districts. 

Despite these drawbacks, street scaveng- 
ing is conducted regularly and efficiently, 
but, unfortunately, the work is done dur- 
ing the hours of daylight. Dustbins are 
placed on the streets overnight, but the 
refuse is not collected in the outlying 
districts until late in the afternoon.. 

Great stress also is laid on the defects 
of the tramway system, and it is stated 
that not only are the cars hopelessly out 
of date, but that the routes and stages 
are of little use. The Cork trams are 
probably the oldest in Iteland, and it is 
cynically suggested that the first tram is 
still in use. There is, however, gradually 
being linked up a network of docal ‘bus 
services, which should go a long way 
towards removing complaints. 


BUT —— 


Might one suggest to the visitor that 
Cork’s charm lies not in its back streets, 
but rather in the many beautiful places 
in the neighbourhood, which make it an 
ideal centre for a holiday-maker in the 
South of Ireland? 


FREE STATE ECONOMICS. 


The necessity for close co-operation 
between capital and labour in the Irish 
Free State was the keynote of the discus- 
sion at a meeting of the Cork Cumann 
na nGaedheal Debating Society, when an 
address on “Some Reflections on Irish 
Economics’’ was delivered by Professor 
Johu Busteed, University College, Cork. 
That labour was not giving the Saorstat 
fair play was the view of Mr. N. C. Fitz- 
gerald, who said that in a small, im- 
poverished country like this wages should 
not be higher than in England. 

Optimistic views regarding the future 
were expressed by both Mr. Barry M. 
Egan, T.D., and Mr. W. J. Hegarty, who 
held that the salvation of the country lay 
in the development of industry. The 
former speaker advocated the appointment 
of agents all over the world to develop 
markets for our products. Mr. M. J. 
Nagle did not find himself in agreement 
with this contention, and said that the 
future policy of the Free State should be 
the development of agriculture and in- 
creased tillage, which would multiply the 
production of live stock, pork, milk and 
bacon, etc. 

Stressing the importance of the agri- 
cnltural industry, Mr. Nagle pointed out 
that, in addition to the supply of all the 
requirements for the home market, except 
for American bacon, surplus products 
amounting to thirty-four million pounds 
in value were exported last year. “It 
would be a fatal experiment,” he added, 
“to neglect agriculture and at the same 
time build up prohibitive tariffs and wait 
for industries to develop.”’ 


PUBLIC POLICY. 


Professor Busteed, in the course of his 
address, said that during the next century 
there were going to be incredible develop- 
ments, and the changes in the economic 
structure of Europe in general, and 
Ireland in particular, would be enormous, 
whether for good or for ill. In a cen- 
tury’s time, however, they would not be 
where they ought to be unless they laid 
the foundations of a really good public 
policy, as their economic development 


was not dependent wholly on the decisions 
and intelligences of individuals, but 
vitally rested on public policy. 

In reference to this point, Mr. Liam 
de Roiste, who presided, said that 
during the last one hundred years there 
had been a deliberate policy against 
Ireland, as illustrated by the land legis- 
lation, which had been based on the idea 
that only large farms were economic, and 
had resulted in the start of wholesale 
emigration from this country. 


FLOUR-MILLING. 


_ When it was reported at the last meet- 
ing of Cork Harbour Commissioners that 
during the quarter ended 31st October last 
the imports of flour showed an increase 
of 515 ton’ as compared with the cor- 
responding period last year, the Chair- 
man, Mr. R. Wallace, sought to make 
this a reason for the protection of the 
industry by a further tariff duty. He 
pointed out that the quantity imported 
represented 37,218 sacks, the manufacture 
of which meant making twenty-two sacks 
of flour per hour of the round of the 
clock, or one hundred and thirty hours’ 
work pes week for three shifts of workers 
of eight hours each. 

The tax on flour was becoming a kind of 
national microbe, proceeded Mr. Wallace 
who added that it was admitted on 
virtually all sides that something should 
be done by the Government to protect what 
little was left of the flour-milling industry 
of the country. The flour imported 
annually, he said, was equal to the total 
capacity of the Cork flour mills standing 
idle, and how, he asked, with such figures 
staring them in the “face, could they ever 

a self-reliant and - self-supporting 
country or conununity ? 

No motion was moved regarding the 
question, and Mr. Wallace remarked that 
he had raised the matter merely to call the 
attention of the members to the extra- 
er anomalous position in the flour 
rade. 


“SHOPPING CARNIVALS.’’ 


It is only fitting that, as the pioneers 
of “shopping carnivals’? in the Free 
State, Waterford shopkeepers should 
continue with the scheme which has done 
much to assist trade in the Urbs Intacta, 
This year Waterford’s ‘shopping 
carnival ” will be held from 7th December 
to 15th December, a period which links up 
with the Christmas week and thus gives an 
uninterrupted shopping period of almost 
three weeks. 

It is hoped that the success of previous 
years will at least be repeated, if not 
surpassed, and shopkeepers are asked to 
co-operate in rendering the appearance of 
the city more attractive by the decoration 
of their premises. 

One scheme which should assist con- 
siderably towards the attainment of that 
end is a window-dressing competition, for 
which prizes have been presented by Irish 
and cross-Channel manufacturers. In 
previous years large numbers of visitors 
poured into the city from the surrounding 
districts, and it is hoped that the traders 
will enter into the scheme with that civic 
spirit of which they are justly proud. 
The Mayor of Waterford (Councillor E. 
Walsh) has been appointed president of 
the movement, the chairman since its in- 
ception three years ago being Mr. James 
Aylward. . 

Cork’s “shopping carnival ”' commences 
on December 8th, and vivid advertising 
stamps are being freely used to bring it to 
the notice of all and sundry. It will be 
on a big scale and should prove as success- 
ful as the promoters could desire. 


HAULBOWLINE. 


The’ question of Hawlbowline Dockyard 
has again been revived, and at a meeting 
of Queenstown Urban District Council 
during the week it was decided to call a 
meeting of local representatives in the 
Dail, members of the Cork Harbour Board 
and other bodies with a view of effecting 
some scheme for the utilisation of the 
place. 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald, the Chairman of the 
Council, said that unless something 
definite were done for the development of 
Hawbowline as an industrial centre a 
great loss would be sustained by the people 
of Queenstown and district, where unem- 
péoymerit appeared to be on the up grade 
rather than declining. 

Another suggestion was made that, if 
Haulbowline were handed over to Mr. 
Henry Ford’ free of overhead charges for 
five years, the place would be advan- 
tageously utilised in the interests of the 
people and the country. 

It was pointed out by Mr. J. Moynihan 
that Ford steamers would be coming to 
Cork frequently in the future in connec- 
tion with the manufacture of tractors, and, 
as these vessels would occasionally require 
repairs, he did not see where the work 
could be carried out more economically or 
efficiently than in the port of Cork.

Palace,” “ the River Bank '” and the rescue, 
“the Ogre’s Castle,’’ and many other scenes, 
were well executed. Among the other scenes 
were the ‘‘ Quarter Deck,’ with its jolly 
crew of choral marines; first aid, the 
ambulance, the swimmers (produced by Mr. 
H. Bailey), ‘‘ Repairs on thé road,” a ‘* Cash 
Concern ” (produced by Group Scoutmaster 
Ernest Blackburn) Met Holm Patrick's 
Own), camp games, “ Tommy’s Birthday " (a 
shadowgraph), and a camp fire scene. 

Lord cis Chief Commissioner, 
1.H.Q., who was introduced by Lord Powers- 
court, Provincial Commissioner, said that 
he had spent a good deal of his time in 
going about England, Wales and Scotland 
and abroad, and it fell to his lot to see a 
great many displays by Scouts; but he had 
nowhere seen a better one than that which 
he had just witnessed—it was so thoroughly 
‘“Scouty.” He was glad to see it, because 
they were going to have at Birkenhead next 
August the greatest Scout gathering yet seen 
in any part of the world. There would be 
Scouts from forty different nations, and from 
the British Dominions and Colonies. The 
Scouts were going at that great gathering 
to celebrate their twenty-first birthday. The 
movement was started in 1907 by the genius 
of one man, but in effect the movement as 
they saw it to-day was founded by the boys 
themselves. It was remarkable that the 
same ideas seemed applicable to the youth 
of China, to the youth of South America, and 
to the boys of the Irish Free State. They all 
found romance in scouting; it opened up 
life to them, inspired them with hope, and, 
if there was a spark of chivalry in them, it 
was awakened by scouting. 

CHARACTER BUILDING. 

The Scout movement had grown as 
it deserved to grow, and as, please 
God, it would grow in the 
future, There was in the movement every- 
thing, if used aright, that would lead to the 
iormation of good character in boys and make 
them good citizens in every respect. Their 
training in handiness—some examples of 
which the audience had just seen—was ex- 
cellent. Above all, what he would like to 
see inculcated in them was something of tho 
spirit of the old pioneers—the men who went 
forth into the world, with nothing more than 
an axe and their trust in God, to make their 
way in the world. 

In conclusion, he congratulated the Trish 
Free State boys on their camping facilities. 
He had been around, and he saw the camp 
at Powerscourt, in which there was everv- 
thing that a camp should be and have. He 
hoped that next August he would see a large 
representation of Free State Scouts at 
Birkenhead, and that they would be able to 
show their brother Scouts something worth 
seeing. (Applause.)

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CYCLING, 
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LORAINE CLUB. 


On Saturday evening in the Ungineers’ Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin, the cyclists’ touring section 
of the Loraine Club held a social meeting, at which 
the prizes won in the competitions of the club 
during the past season were presented to tho 
winners, 

Founded in 1910, on the occasion of the first 
crossing of the Lrish Channel by an aeroplane, the 
club takes its title from the pilot of the machine, 
Mr. Robert Loraine, the actor. Until the past 
few years the social side of the pastime was the 
chief concern of the club, but the long distance 
runs have tended to promote a competitive spirit. 
and during the past season quite a number of 
road races were included in the programme. 

An open event was also promoted, and this 
event—a twenty-five miles—was made potable by 
a fine ride by the Irish champion, J. P. Woodcock, 
who did 1 hour 10 minutes. Of the confined 
competitions, the most successful was the. twelve 
hours’ time trial in August, in which the premier 
award was won by B. J. Hunter, with a mileage 
of 1944. Six other members exceeded the silver 
standard of 170 miles, one of them (TP. Kelly) win- 
ning a “gold” with a ride of 1864 miles. 

A notably successful event of the season was the 
hundred miles non-competitive ride in June to 
Virginia and back. ertificates of performance 
were presented to eighty-eight riders who com-

The 
first bulletin, issued on Wednesday even- 
ing, anyounced that. he was suffering 
from’ “a cold, with some fever.”

The 
general public is not subtle, and a poster 
must be such that he who runs may read. 
Most students of posters and illustrated 
magazines have lingered over some 
brilliantly-pictured scene, which might be 
an illustration from the Arabian Nights 
or from Childe Harold’s pilgrimage, only 
to discover that it was an advertisement 
of chewing-gum or suspenders, or a mis- 
taken eftort to make them “' linoleum- 
conscious.’ Shrewd judges have declared 
that a poster may be very popular and 
may be familiar to half a continent, yet 
may fail to achieve good results. Clear 
ness and simplicity are the main points, 
and the advertisers must remember that 
the ordinary taste in matters of art is the 
standard by which their work will be 
judged. This centenary celebration has 
some interest for everybody because, in 
these days, we are all students and critics 
of the poster. 


Brighter Chess. 


Some days ago Senor Capablanca, the 
ex-champion chess-player of the world, 
played thirty-nine games against as many 
opponents, and won them all. It was a 
great performance; yet we do not think 
that it justifies the hubris which permeates 
his letter to The Times of last Satur- 
day.. He declares that the game has 
become too easy—not for “the mass of 
players,” but for “ the comparatively few 
in the first class.” So rapidly have these 
select few developed, in recent years, the 
memorised knowledge of the game that the 
time is approaching when such men will 
be able to draw all games at will. Already 
the percentage of wins has become 
‘‘ absurdly small’’: there is no brilliancy, 
and very few combinations are possible 
because the real expert knows exactly what 
to avoid. As a remedy for this state of 
affairs Senor Capablanca proposes a larger 
board and additional pieces—the ex- 
pansion of the sixty-four squares to one 
hundred, and two new pieces for each side 
of the board. He argues that these 
reforms would extinguish “all the 
memorisation and theoretical] experience 
of the present,’ and would open 
an inexhaustible area for combination to 
the masters of the game. The ordinary 
player would be free to adopt or to reject 
the new form. We think that the 
ordinary player’s objection to Senor 
Capablanca’s proposals will be threefold. 
In the first place, he will fail to see how 
the 100-square experts are to be recruited 
from the rank and file. In the next place, 
he will dislike the impiety which attacks a 
game that has satisfied the world since 
history began. Finally, he will resent 
the apparently contemptuous distinction 
between the experts and ‘‘the rest.’’ Lawn 
tennis champions are not clamouring for 
new and more difficult. forms of the game. 
Mr. “ Bobby ” Jones does not complain 
that golf has become too easy for him. 
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ARCHBISHOP SMITH. 

Archbishop Smith, of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh, Roman Catholic Primate ef Scot- 
land, died at his home in Edinburgh last 
night, aged eighty-eight years. He had been 
in poor health for some time. A native of 
Edinburgh, he received has early education 
in a local Roman Catholic school, and as a 
boy served Mass in St. Mary’s Church, Edin- 
burgh, which was destined to become his own 
Cathedral. He first studied for the priesthood 
at Blair's College, Aberdeen, and was 
ordained in Rome in 1866. Soon afterwards 
e was appointed. a Professor in Blair 
College, where he remained for over twenty 
years, until his appointment in 1890 as Bishop 
of Dunkeld. 

‘In 1900, on the death oí _ Archbishop 
MacDonald, he was translated to the Seé of 
St. Andrews and Edinburgh, where, during 
his sixteen years of active Primacy, he saw 
the church expand considerr@y. In 1916 
he relinquished part of the work, and a 
Bishop Auxiliary was appointed. He has 
been living in partial retirement ever since. 
A man of great personal charm, he enjoyed 
the respect of all classes of the community. 


MR, 4. J. CLANCY, K.C. 


We regret to announcc that Mr. Joh 
Joseph Claticy, K.C., a former member of 
the Irish Nationalist Parliamentary Party, 
died in St. Vincent's Hospital, Dublin, last 
night, aged eighty-one years. Mr. Clancy s 
health had been failing for some time, but he 
was able to be about until about a’ week ago, 
when his illness took an acute form and he 
was obliged to go to hospital. 

The son of William Clancy, of Carragh 
Lodge, Clare-Galway, Mr, J. J. Clancy was 
educated at Summer Hill College, Athlone. 
and Queen’s College, Galway. e took the 
degree of Master of Arts in the Queen's 
University of Ireland, with honours in ancient 
classics, and for a time was Classical Master 
at Holy Cross School, Tralee. Turning then 
to journalism he became assistant editor of 
the Nation (Dublin), a post which he filled 
from 1870 to 1885, and, from 1886 to 1890, he 
was editor of the Irish Press “Agency in 
England. 

Mr. Clancy had represented the North 
Dublin Division in Parliament from 1885 to 
1918. A firm supporter of Mr. Parnell’s 
policy, he was the confidant and friend of 
the late Mr. John Redmond, and stood 
by him till the Sinn Fein victory of 
1918 drove the Nationalist Party 
out of public life. Mr. Clancy was 
one of the party’s financial experts. 
He was among its leading speakers 
in. debates on Budget Bills, Land Pur- 
chase, and financial subjects generally. A 
man of firm convictions, is was noted for his 
moderation in both speech and writing. His 
was not the style that sways large public 
meetings, but it earned him an attentive 
hearing in the House. Mr. Clancy was a 
leader writer on the old Daily Independent 
newspaper, and, in addition to various poli- 
tical addresses, he had published articles on 
Irish political and economic subjects in 
The Nineteenth Century, The Fortnightly 
Review, and The Contemporary Review. He 
was called to the Irish Bar in 1887, and took 
silk in 1906. A sound, but not a showy, 
lawyer, he enjoyed considerable practice in 
the Land Courts and. the . Chancery 
Courts. Personally Mr. Clancy was a 
man of gentle disposition, courteous to all, 
and tolerant of others’ views. He married 
Margaret Louise, daughter of P. J. Hickie, 
of Newcastle West, by whom he had three 
sons and three daughters. 


MISS H. P. LENIHAN. 


The death has taken place at Cork of Miss 
Harriet Patricia Lenihan, daughter of the late 
Mr. Maurice Lenihan, some time Mayor of 
Limerick, author of the ‘History of 
Limerick.” Miss Lenihan spent several years 
in Australia. She had been connected with 
the Sanitary Department of Melbourne City 
and subsequently was in charge of a leper 
colony. On her return to Limerick she 
obtained an annual gratuity from the British 
Civil List through Mr. Nolan, Town Clerk, 
Limerick, in recognition of literary work of 
her late father, who was a member of the 
Royal Irish Academy.

SHANTUNG EVACUATION 
QUESTION. 


From RKeurgr’s CoRRESPONDENT 
TOKYU, Saturday, 
In regard: to the: demand being made by 
the Nationalist. Gavernment of China for :the 
evacuation of Shantiing: Province by Japanese 
troops, the Japanese Vice-Minister of Foreigú 
Affairs declared “in an interview to-day that: 
Japan would never agrée to withdraw her 
forces until ‘satisfactory guarantees were 
obtained for future peace and order. 
Although Mr. Yada, the Japanese Consul- 
General in Shanghai, is to confer: with the 
Chinese Minister of Finance’in, regard to the 
application of the proposed graduated tariff, 
the Foreign Office here has apparently. de- 
cidéd to adopt a wait-and-see. attitude, fol- 
lowing the conferences that have been pro- 
coeding at: Nanking between Mr. Yada and 
Dr. Wang, the Chinese Foreign Minister. 


‘Mr. Yada will not parley with Dr. Wang | 


again unless at the latter’s request,” declared 
the Japanese Vice-Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. : 
Note.—There are a number of: important 
questions between Japan and China awaiting 
settlement, including, particularly, the tariff 
issue and the successive serious incidents at 
Nanking, Tsinanfu (capital of. the province of 
Shantung), and Hankow, that marked the 
advance of the, Nationalist armies in their 
victorivus struggle: with Marshal Chang 
T'so-lin’s Northern Forces. Reeent parleys at 
Nanking apparently led to a preliminary 
understanding on some points, but matters 
seem to have reached an impasse for the 
time being, largely on the question of the 
Japanese Forces in Shantung,. These were 
despatched at the time of the civil war in 
that province, for the protection of Japanese 
nationals and Japanese interests, and, 
although. some thousands. of troops have 
already been withdrawn, there is still a fairly 
considerable force in Tsinanfu and alung the 
railway connecting it with the coast. It is 
interesting, in this connection, to note that 
Great Britain and Japan are reported to imve 
come to an understanding for closer diplomatic 
co-operation in China, where solidarity on the 
part of the Powers has,. for some time. past, 
been conspicuvus by its absence.

There 
were 240 passengers, many of them’ Irish 
harvesters returning from England. 

When in mid-Channel the vessel’s wire- 
less operator picked up an 8.0.8. message 
that a Greek ship was in distress off the 
North Bar, Liverpool. 

The mail boat from Holyhead was 
delayed on Saturday evening by storm, 
and was an honr late in arriving. 

The morning and evening departures 
from Kingstown on Saturday were made 
to time. 

The Hibernia was half an hour late in 
arriving at Kingstown yesterday after a 
very stormy passage. 

Since Thursday a number of wind- 
bound vessels have sheltered in 
mans Bay and in Kingstown Harbour, 
including four large trawlers.

|63°CASES CARRIED OFF 


IN BELFAST, 


POLICEMAN AND FOUR 
OTHERS IN THE DOCK.

Remarkable evidence was given at the. Bel- 
fast Commission on Saturday in connection 
with the theft of 63 cases of whiskey. Samuel 
G. Taylor, jun., Waterloo Gardens, Belfast, 
and Hamilton S. Burrows, publican, Stewarts- 
town, Co, Tyrone, were charged with break- 
ing and entering the stores ‘Of 
J. S. Dudley and Sons, . of é 
George’s street, Belfast, and , -stealing 

cases of whiskey, valued at £440, 
while John H. Boyd, a constable of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, Smithfield Barracks; Neil 
Gordon, dairyman, and Annie McKeown, 
housekeeper, Downing street, were charged 
with receiving the stolen whiskey. 

Samuel G. Taylor, pleaded guilty, and after 
a lengthy hearing the others were found guilty 
of receiving. 

THE DAY OF THE MOTOR RACE. 

Samuel G. Taylor, jun., who had pleaded 
guilty to the larceny of the whiskey, entered 
the witness-box. He said that on the day 
of the big motor race they went to Dndley’s 

lace, by arrangement with two other men, 
Corr ‘and Hennesevy. He took a lorry out 
of Mitchell’s garage, which he drove to 
Dudley's, where Corr and Hennessy were 
waiting for him. They loaded the lorry 
with cases of whiskey. He could not say the 
exact number of cases that were taken. ‘The 
witness drove ronnd to Nelson street, and 
put the whiskey into a store which had been 
used by carriers at one time, and put_the 
lorry back into Mitchell's garage. They 
afterwards removed all the- cases of whiskey 
except three. from “the store down. to. the 
prisoner Boyd’s father’s house, which was 
situated three miles on the Belfast side of 
Ballymena. They did it by-arrangement with 
Boyd, the accused, who was a policeman at 
the time. While on his beat, Boyd asked 
him to take the whiskey to his father’s house. 
The witness: put the whiskey in a cart shed, 
with the help of prisoner’s younger brother. 
He removed some of the whiskey from 
Boyd’s a week afterwards to the -prisoner 
Burrows. On the 25th August he asked 
him to buy the whiskey at £5 a case; that 
it was,.not got right; and that there were

got the whiskey. “The witness went back 
on the Monday with 14 dozen bottles, for 
id him £3...Witness next 


saw Gordon ‘at a átfeet. The witness sold 


Gordon’ six cases for £27. He delivered thw 
cases to his private house in Joy street. 
Meeting him later. on .he sold him eight more 
cases for £35, which were also delivered to 
Joystreet. Gordon filled in. the name of an 
aunt of the witness in the second cheque, 
saying that it would be a bad thing to make 
a second cheque in witness’s name. The wit- 
ness delivered two cases to a house in a street 
off Ashmoré streef, and also two to another 
house in Eglinton street, and two to Mrs. 
McKeown, the accused. He saw Mrs. 
McKeown herself, and put the cases into the 
parlour, and got paid for them afterwards 
through another party. 
WHISKEY FOUND IN A FIELD. 

It. was further. stated in evidence by Dis 
trict luspector Lewis that some of the cases 
of whiskey were found ins, field of growing 
corn at the farm near Ballymena of Matthew 
Boyd, the father of John H. Boyd, the 
accused. ~ 

Sergeant Robert Bell said that he was in 
the Detective Office with the prisoner Boyd 
and his father on the evening of September 
20, when the prisoner said to him: ‘‘ My 
father knows nothing about the whiskey. 
they wouid let him go I would admit it.” 
The witness. told him that he would have to 
be arrested. 

To Mr. Marrinan—His chief anxiety was 
about his father. 

Sentence was deferred. 


SERIOUS. SHANNON 
FLOODS. 


PEOPLE ABANDON THEIR « 
HOMES. 


The river at Banagher Bridge is now seven 
feet above summer level, and the countryside 
along the valley from Shannonbridge: to 
Meelick is a vast sheet of water varying 
in width from one to three miles in some 
places. The navigation marks -are blotted 


above the water. A flock of sheep. are 
marooned on an island north of Banagher, 
with barely room to stand, and they cannot 
be got off in conseqhénce- of: the. high wind 
and rain. ‘Two of them were washed away 
last night. 

Two families named Nevin and Egan, 
respectively, in Reisk. district had to aban- 
don their homes on Saturday. 

Roads in the neighbourhood of Shannon 
Harbour and Lisclooney are submerged to a 
depth of two feet in places. 

The storm was severely felt ‘in Limerick 
City, though no serious damage to property 
is reported. The tide, fortunately neap, 
rose about fife feet above normal at the 
Docks. The Liverpool and. Glasgow 
steamers, laden with cattle, did not go: out 
on Friday night. Large areas of low-lying 
lands beside the Shannon near Limerick City 
are flooded. 

A Glim message stated that heavy seas 
were running in the lower reaches of the 
Shannon yesterday. A window in Glin Civic 
Guards barrack was blown in. There was 
considerable flooding in the district, and 
road traffic was seriously obstructed. 

In the country districts around Armagh 
extensive tracts of low-lying land, particu- 
larly in the Tassagh Valley, were flooded to 
a considerable depth. and large quantities 
of hay, corn and potatoes have been de- 
stroyed. 
STEAMER DRAGS ANCHOR. 

The steamer Dunvegan, 125. tons, Captain 
James, which was discharging coal at Bere 
Island, dragged her anchor and had to make 
for the inner harbour, Bantry; where she 
now lies pending the abatement of the storm. 
The Bantry Bay Steamship Company’s 
vessel, Princess Beara, hath to cancel her 
sailings owing to the heavy weather, 

_ A number of shop windows were blown in 

in Londonderry and considerable damage done 

to roofs, including the roof of All Saints’ 

Parish Church. Incoming shipping was 

heavily delayed and telegraphic and tele- 

phonic communications were dislocated. 
HOUSE BLOWN DOWN, 

A house on the Derry road, Strabane. was 
blown down by the gale. The rivers Foyle, 
Finn and Mourne have overflowed their banks, 
and low-lving lands are inundated for miles. 
Many roads are flooded in North Tyrone and 
East Donegal. The farmers have suffered 
severely. 

A chimney, twenty feet high, crashed 
through the roof of a house in the Mall, 
Newry, and broke through the floor of a hed- 
room inte the kitchen, where Mr. and Mrs. 
Lyone and their family were about to sit 
down to dinner. Fortunately all those pre- 
sent had jnst moved to the window, § at- 
tracted by the spectatle of slates whirling 
from a roof, and, all escaped injury. 

At Rathfriland a man named Crosby was 
blown under his horsed van, the wheels pass- 
ing over him. He was taken to Newry Hos- 
pital. 

Warrenpoint Shipbuilding Yard was badly 
damaged. 

TRAIN HELD UP, 

The train from-Limerick to Ennis in the 
early hours of Saturday morning experienced 
the full force of the gale near Cratloe Station. 
and the driver was compelled to leave half 
the wagons in that station, while he took on 
the remainder to Sixmilebridze. 

He then returned for the remainder, and 
the entire train had to remain in a siding at 
Sixmilebridge for some time. 


BELFAST’S EXPERIENCE. 

Belfast was partly isolated during the gale. 
Many ships songht shelter in the Lough, and 
the North Channel steamers: were all behind 
schedule. 

Little damage was done in the city, but 
eountry roads were blocked by fallen trees.

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ALLEGED 


FGED PLOT TO ROB A 
GERMAN PAYMASTER. 
REMARKABLE STORY: IN 
A CLARE COURT. 


A strange story of an alleged projected 
raid was told in the Ennis District Court, 
when three young men, of the labouring 
class, named John O'Neill, Edward Toomey, 
and John Hogan were put forward on two 
charges—(1) unlawfully conspiring together to 
assauit Detective-Officer J. J. Looby, with 
intent to rob him of. his revolver; and (2), 
conspiring together to assault and rob the 
German foreman on the Shannon Scheme 
works in the pay office at’ Ardataggle, near 
O'Brien's Bridge. 

In a deposition Sergeant Timothy Walsh 
stated. that he arrested and cautioned the 
three Uefendants at O’Brien’s Bridge on 
17th November. O'Neill and Hogan ad- 
mitted both charges. Toomey said, *‘1 ad- 
mit the charge ot intending to hold and rob 
the German toreman of the money he woul 
have to pay the workers on the Shannon 
scheme, but I deny the other charge.” When 
being taken to Limerick Jail on remand 
Toomey took the witness aside, and remarked 
that they were lucky men that they had been 
arrested before the actual hold-up, as they 
might have been shot by the detective. 
‘Toomey also said that some time before, 
when on remand in jail on another charge, 
he and O'Neill had been planning to do a 
‘‘ hold-up ” of this hind. At the pay office 
in Ardataggle on Friday evenings there was 
usually about ‘£2,000 and on Saturday morn- 
ings there’ would be about £700 there. 

ENGINE DRIVER’S EVIDENCE. 

John Coghlan, a locomotive driver in the 
employment of Messrs. Siemens Bauunion, 
said that on the way to Ardnacrusha on 16th 
inst. he met the accused, John Hogan, who 
accompanied him tora disused mill at Black- 
water, which they reached between 9 and 10 
a.m. Inside they found the other two ac- 
cused, Toomey and O'Neill, together with 
a third man, whom the witness could not 
identify. - O'Neill remarked that he was 
“- going on a stunt that night,” and asked if 
anybody would go with him. The witness 
said, ‘‘I’m_ your man.” O'Neill then asked 
him if he knew. whether Detective Looby 
would be on duty at Clonlara that night, and 
the witness said that he did not know. 
O'Neill said that if he was he would try tv 
hold him up and take his revolver from him 
Hogan and Toomey agreed to go on the 
‘* stunt,’” but the witness had no intention 
of taking wy ae in it. All four left the 
mill about 6. p.m. on the 16th, and 
went in the direction of Clonlara. On the way 
O'Neill said that they would “ hold-up ” the 
German foreman at Ardataggle pay office 
early on the morning of the 17th and rob 
him of the money that he would have to 
pay the workers on the Shannon scheme. 
Hogan and Toomey agreed to that matter. 
After spending a short time in Clonlara 
village by himself, the witness rejoined the 
others, and they all went in the direction 
of O’Brien’s Bridge. About 8 p.m. they 
were all intercepted by. two Guards near 
Ardataggle, detained, and conveyed to 
O’Brien’s Bridge Station. ' 

In reply to Superintendent W. Mooney, 
the witness said that he was ‘ held-up ” by 
Sergeant Walsh within fifty yards of the 
pay office at Ardataggle. Just before that 
O'Neill looked in at the pay office and re- 
marked £o them: “ This is where we have 
to do the job in the morning.”’ 

In further evidence the witness said that 
when O'Neill. made the remark quoted, 
Toomey said: ‘Don’t stop here; everyone 
will see us.” Tó this O'Neill replied: “ We 
want to see where we're going in the morn- 
ing, so that we won't. be falling over one 
another.” 
~ STATEMENTS BY THE ACCUSED. 

The accused were advised by Justice 
Gleeson to make no. statemént at this stage, 
but O'Neill and Toomey persisted in making 
statements. 

O'Neill said that when Coghlan came to 
Blackwater Mill with Hogan, Coghlan re- 
marked to him that he wanted to speak to 
him in private. He told Coghlan that he 
could say whatever he wanted to the*whole 
of them. . Coghlan. then asked. him to come 
that night along the Clonlara road and raid 
some canteen. . The rest: of them did not 
agree to “that; and lant suggested | 
that they should go-to O’Brien’s Bridge 
and meet Looby, the detective; and .the 
German foreman, who would have a lot of 
money, next morning. His plan was to. let 
Looby pass between them, seize him on 
either side by. the arms, and take his. re- 
volver. To this he (O'Neill) said: “ I don’t 
want to get shot for another while.” Coghlan 
said: “ That will be all right; we won't 
get shot. All we have to do is to capture 
his gun and ‘ hold-up’ the German foreman,” 
to which he (O'Neill) said that he would 
not do any such thing; that if Coghlan 
wanted to do it, he could do it himself.

OUTDOOR RELIEF 
ANOMALY. 


PLIGHT OF TYRONE FAMILY. 

At the meeting of the Omagh Board of 
Guardians last Saturday it was reported that 
a family, consisting of father, mother and 
eight children, who had applied for outdoor 
relief to the Board, were in actual starvation, 


without a penny to bay food. ) 
The Clerk stated that, this family formerly 


got relief, but had since come into a small 


farm, and as 4 result of their occupation 
land were deprived of relief. If the Guardians 
ave them relief they would be surcharged, 
but they could bring them into the work- 
house. 

Mr. J. H. Williams said that numerous 
cases had arisen where people who occupied a 
bit of land were far worse off than labourers. 
If anything could be done for them it should 
be done. 

The Clerk stated that the Act of Parlia- 
ment was against relief in such cases, but 
there was a recommendation that relief should 
be allowed. 

Mr. Williams said that the Northern 
Government should be asked to legislate so 
as to permit of relief being granted in such 
cases of distress.

CATTLE SHIPMENTS 
FROM BELFAST. 


ULSTER. FARMERS’ UNION 
COMPLAINT. 


BETTER FACILITLES LN 


THE FREE STATE.” 


The expeditious shipment of catile an’ 
sheep from Belfast is receiving the attention 
of the Ulster Farmers’ Union. At the last 
meeting of that body the subject was raised, 
and the following statement was made :— 

‘‘The committee considered at length a 
communication relative to the lack of facilities 
for a prompt shipment of cattle and sheep 
from the Port of Belfast, which disclosed a 
condition of affairs calculated ultimately to 
destroy this important industry. A special 
commitiee was appointed to deal with the 
subject.”’ 

Inquiries in trade circles in Belfast on 
Saturday showed that the complaint primarily 
relates to delay in the export of Jambs during 
the season, An instance was mentioned in 
whieh lambs purchased in Dublin on a Thurs- 
day had reached their destination across the 
Channel before other lambs bought in Belfast 
on the Monday. 

In regard to cattle it was stated that some 
of those bought in the early part of the week 
were not shipped at times until Wednesday 
or Thursday, and, also, that better facilities 
were being provided in the Free State, where 
the cattle and sheep were despatched more 
expeditiously. 

THE CHIEF COMPLAINT. 

An official of the Cattle Traders’ Associa- 
tion stated: “Our chief complaint is that 
lambs bought on a Monday cannot be got 
eway earlier than Wednesday. We think 
the steamship companies ought to allocate 
£ certain amount of space for lambs on a 
Monday evening instead of taking nothing 
but cattle. If they reduced the cattle by a 
handred, they could take about five hundred 
lambs in their place, and this would meet our 
objection. 

“We think the steamship companies should 
give the lamb dealers a little consideration 
and not Jeave them out in the cold altogether. 
It is a great hardship, and if something is 
not done, it will not be long until the lamb 
trade is a dead letter.’’ 

Questioned in regard to accommodation for 
cattle, the official said that the facilities pro- 
vided were fairly good, except during *‘ rush ' 
periods, but he repeated that the provision 
for the lamb trade was totally inadequate. 

STEAMSHIP COMPANIES’ VIEWS. 

The attention of Mr. 8. Berkeley, J.P., 
manager of the Belfast Steamship Company, 
who also represents the interests of Burns and 
Laird Lines, Ltd., was drawn to the state- 
ment at the Farmers’ Union, and he promptly 
replied that that was the first that he had 
heard of the subject. He expressed astonisii- 
ment. that if there were any grounds for 
complaint regarding the transit of hve-stock 
froin the port, he had not. been written to on 
the subject, and added that Belfast was 
favoured with a service which was second to 
that of no other port in Ireland. 

At the London, Midland and Scottish Com- 
pany’s offices it was stated that they were 
able to meet the demand during 95 per cent. 
of the vear. 


THE LUNACY OF 
THE ENGLISH. 


MR. SHAW’S APPEAL 
FOR THE MINERS. 


- 


Mr. Bernard Shaw delivered a character- 
istic speech at a meeting held in eupport oí 
the Miners' Distress Fund at Welwyn Garden 
City yesterday, Mr. Shaw's home at Ayot 
St. Lawrence is within a few miles of 
Welwyn. 

“I cannot speak of the conditions of the 
miners,’ he said, “ because I have not been 
to the coalfields and do not know. My early 
experience of poverty made me firmly re- 
solved never to get into .contact with “it 
again. I have never béén down a coal mime. 
because no one has ever offered to pay me 
to do so, and I can imagine no human being 
wanting to go down one unless he was very 
handsomely paid. 

“I have really no business here at all. I 
cannot pretend to be a disinterested friend 
of the poor. If no one was to do anything 
for the poor then the Government would have 
to do something, and would have to get the 
money to do it out of .the pockets of the 
super-tax-payers. I am one of those, and so 
am in the deplorable position of asking you 
to put your hands in your pockets to prevent 
the Government putting its hand in mine. 
(Laughter.) 

“ THE ATTRACTION.” 

é I am here to-day as what is called “the 
attraction’; why I do not exactly know. It 
maybe because of my good looks—(laughter) 
—but a large section of the public want to 
see and hear the animal. They are actuated 
by a sense of incredulity as to whether it can 
be real. (Laughter.) 

““A nation which allows its men to go 
underground to live without ultra-violet rays 
is in a condition bordering on lunacy. Í hope 
that the day will come when all the coal 
mines are shut up—I will not say with the 
proprietors inside. There is plenty of power 
above ound waiting to be intelligently 
tackled.- In the North of Scotland, by using 
turbines to harness the tide- you could get 
enough power to run a Europe. ‘There 
would be plenty of work for the unemployed. 
Why do not we do it? Because we are a 

ple bordering on lunacy. I am always 
telling English people that, but somehow they 
seem to like it. (Laughter.) 

‘‘T hope that sooner or later we shall see 
that there is plenty of employment, if only 
we arrange things properly, instead of letting 
one man do fourteen hours’ work a day 
while there is another man idle, only too 
anxious to do half for him.”’ 

EVE'S APPLE. 

Mr. Shaw drew an amusing analogy 
between trade and the Garden of Eden. ‘ A 
transaction in Paradise,” he said, “was a 
very simple one. Eve plucked an apple and 
gave it to Adam. He consumed it and got 
us all into trouble. The practical business 
man feels that Paradise must have been a 
very cheap sort of place, because there was 
no trade there. 

‘If the apple had been sent to Arabia and 
exchanged for a pound of dates; this ex- 
changed in Naples for macaroni; the macaroni 
sent to Spain and exchanged for olive oil—if 
after having gone all round the world, the 
apple returned to the Garden of Eden as a 
I of silk — and then Adam got 

is apple—then the business man would say: 
‘Now I begin to understand why Paradise 
was so delightful; Adam and Eve did a tre- 
mendous lot of trade.’ (Laughter.) It would 
be very much better if there was no trade at 
all and we got the apple straight from the 


tree. 
THE TRANSFERENCE SCHEME. 

Mr. Shaw referred to the Government’s 
transference scheme, of which he said the 
main idea appeared to be to get rid of the 
unemployed miners. Some of them had been 
brought to| London, and a certain number had 
become hotel porters. Coal miners seemed to 
succeed in that capacity. Meantime what 
happened to the men that they displaced— 
those men who had not gained in the coal 
mines this peculiar aptitude for hotel porter- 
ing?

MR. A. CHAMBERLATIN’S 
IMPRESSIONS. 


FOREIGN SECRETARY 
HOME AGAIN, 


- 


In the teeth of a strong gale, and with 
a cheerless sky overhead, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, the Foreign Secretary, and his 
family arrived at Liverpool yesterday on 
board the White Star liner Regina, after a 
holiday abroad, which began in August. dir 
Austen's party, which included Lady Cham- 
berlain, his daughter Diane, his son Lawrence, 
and a friend, Miss N. Scratchley, was 
met by the Lord Mayor of Liverpool, Alder- 
man H. Miller, and Mr. A. B. Cauty, director 
and general manager of the White Star Line. 

Owing to the severe gale which prevailed 
during the night, and was still blowing yes- 
terday, the Regina was unable to land her 
passengers until several hours after the 
scheduled time of her arrival in the Mersey. 
The vessel was obliged to shift her 
anchorage, but eventually Sir Austen and his 
party were disembarked by a tender. They 
at once proceeded to an hotel, and left for 
Euston at 4.5 p.m. 

THE VOYAGE OUT. 

Sir Austen, who was slightly bronzed, and 
appeared to have benefited considerably by 
his holiday, declined to. discuss foreign 
affairs. ‘‘ I-have had only scanty news, and, 
of course, you must remember I have been on 
a holiday,” he said. 

Asked if he were looking forward to re- 
suming duties, Sir Austen lJaughingly . re- 
marked—*“ No.; I have had three months’ 
holiday, and I don’t know why anybody does 
any work. As you know, I went away for 
my health. We had an extremely smooth 
voyage out on the Orcoma, and ‘the vessel 
was on absolutely even keel the whole way 
out; from France. Going through the 
Panama Canal. was a very interesting ex- 
perience, and I was very much struck, not 
merely by the work’ of the Canal, but ‘also 
by the way in which the American” authori- 
ties have laid out the Canal zone. Certainly, 
the quarters where their troops and officials 
are placed ate most attractive. 

“I had three quiet weeks in California, 
staying with Mr. and Mrs. Crocker.” 

IN FILM-LAND. 

Reminded of his visit to Hollywood, Sir 
Austen said that he stayed a night with Mr. 
and Mrs. Douglas Fairbanks. «‘‘ I suppose .Í 
ought to call her Miss Mary: Pickford,” he 
said smilingly. ‘‘ Next day we visited their 
studio and one other. My outstanding im- 
pression of that visit is the fact that I was 
very much struck with the care which Mr.. 
Fairbanks takes to get every historical detail 
accurate in his films. 

“He was engaged on ‘The Man in the 
Iron Mask ’—that, I think, is to be thentitle 
of the. film—and we saw parts of it on the 
screen at Mr. Fairbanks’s home.” 

IN CANADA. 

Sir Austen then described his visit. to 
Canada, which he said he had not visited for 
thirty-nine years. His time in Canada was 
spent mostly in the Province of Quebec; and 
he pointed out that this was the first time 
that he had been on the ‘Pacific ‘slope and 
crossed the Continent. “IT was very much 
impressed,’’ he said, “not only by the pro- 
gress that Canada has made—and which I 
anticipated—but by the almost. limitless. pos- 
sibilities in front of her when she has capital, 
people and time to develop her -resources. 
Until I.got to Canada my trip was. entirely 
a rest cure, and in this connection I must, say 
that the American Press was. extremely ~con- 
siderate..” 

Sir Austen hastened to add, smilingly, that 
he intended no reflection on the Press at 
home. “As I came across Canada,” he eon- 
tinued, “ I made four ‘speeches—one ‘at the 
University of Toronto, where they gave me 
an honorary degree; at a dinner which was 
given to me by the Canadian Govefnment at 
Ottawa; a third speech I made at 
the Canadian Club at . Ottawa, .. and 
the fourth at the luncheon given, to 
me by the Canadian Club . at bec. 
You" may infer from. that that“ had quite 
recovered my health. All that I heeded was 
a complete rest.

AN S.0.s. 

Sir Austen related the circumstances in 
which the Regina left her course to go to the 
assistance of the Germarrsteamer, Herrenwijky 
which sent out an 8.0.8. on November 22. 
He had evidently taken a keen interest in 
the voyage, for he read extracts from the log 
of the Regina, which he had copied. 

‘Our captain got an 8.0.8. from the Her- 
renwijk, and we went at once in the direction 
of the point indicated. Then we heard that 
two other ships were standing by, and that 
there was nothing for us to do, so we 
resumed our course, having been off it for 
about vfie hours.” Sir-Austen’s extract from 
the log that day read::‘‘ Fresh gale; very 
high seas; squalls.”’. He added that, aithougli 
the seas were verv high, nó damage was done 
to the Regina, which he déstfibed as a véry 
fine sea boat, 

COMING UP THE MERSEY. 

“TH was a very -intéresting 
being held up in the Mersey,’” he said, refer- 
ring to yesterday's gale, which was stil! 
rattling the windows of his hotel. ‘‘ I could 
not have believed that it was,,possible to 
experience’ so much difficulty im coming up 
the Mersey. I am not a bit sorry that we 
did not disembark at Glasgow. TI should not: 
like to have missed this.”’ | 

Sir Austen paid a tribute to Captain 
Davies, who comnmiands the Regina, and ‘said 
that the way in which the. Commander 
mancuvred his ship .in-: the’ river was very 
fine indeed. 

‘*My impression as a Jayman,’’ he. said,. 
‘was that it was a very fine piece of séa-. 
manship in getting ot’of the difficulties. 
There was a pier on one side of us and a 
bank in front, whieh made it very difficult.’’ 
Sir Austen got aboard the tender without 
any untoward incident. 


IN HARNESS AGAIN. 

Questioned as to the enjoyment of the trip 
hy the party, Sir Austen said—‘‘ My whole 
family have enjoyed the trip, and we have al] 
benefited. Diane has thoroughly enjoyed 
herself, but did not do anything that makes 
a film star,” he added, with a smile. 

Sir Austen is not now under the doctor's 
care, and expects to resume at the Foreign 
Office on Tuesday or Wednesday.

books dealing with corrupting crime stories 
far removed from questions of sex.
